XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November, and December, and year 1935, 


October.—Rainfall totals were above average in the centrai and southern agricultural 
districts, on the goldfields, in the south-east and at places in the south-west and eastern 
wheat belt. Some considerable excesses were noted, namely at Kanowna, where the aver- 
age was exceeded by 435 points. Coolgardie received 208 points above the normal expect- 
ancy, Marvel Loch 239 points, Southern Cross 251 points, Eucla 190 points and Loongana 
210 points. In the central and southern wheat areas falls exceeded the normal by more 
than an inch and nearly two inches at a number of places (Newdegate 209 points), but the 
north-eastern and northern agricultural centres were well below the average, the monthly 
totals amounting in only a few instances to more than a quarter of an inch. 


During the first half of October rainfalls were light and confined to the south-west, 
except between the 7th and 9th, when portions of the goldfields and south-east benefited 
from moderate registrations as a result of the passage of a tropical depression. It was 
not until the 19th that rain of any note was received in the agricultural“areas and on this 
morning heavy falls of over one inch were reported from the south-west, along the Great 
Southern railway and spur lines and in the eastern and central sections of the wheat belt. 
Outstanding twenty-four hour totals were Southern Cross 216 points, Marvel Loch 248 
points, Pingelly 244 points and Newdegate 229 points, while a number of other stations in 
the central and southern agricultural areas and the south-west reported over one inch. Be- 
tween this date and the 22nd further good rains were received over the goldfields, the cen- 
tral and southern wheat belt and the south-west, and light to moderate amounts in the 
northern wheat areas, but from the 23rd falls were light to moderate in the south-west and 
very light to light in the agricultural centres. 

A few points were reported from the Gascoyne during the month and moderate 
amounts on several days from the East Kimberley, but no rain was reported from the North 
Kimberley, West Kimberley and Fortescue divisions. 

Exceptionally heavy rain, followed by a severe hail storm, occurred at Kanowna on 
the morning of the 21st, when, according to a report, 187 points occurred in 15 minutes. 
The hail storm covered a wide area and at noon the hail was a foot deep in places, and in 
one part banked up to a depth of three feet six inches. Hail occurred salso over a portion 
of the Sussex district on the night of the 18th and damage was reported from this and the 
accompanying wind storm. 

The earlier half of the month was cool and frosts were experienced at a number of sta- 
tions in the south-west, Bridgetown reporting a ground temperature of 28 degrees and Mt. 
Barker a ground reading of 29 degrees on the morning of the 8th. 

At Perth the mean of the daily maxima or day temperatures was slightly below aver- 
age and the mean of the daily minima or night reading was 1-9 degrees below normal. On 
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27th October the maximum temperature did not rise above 58.7 degrees. This was the 


fourth lowest maximum temperature registration since records commenced. 


November.— With the exception of the inland portions of the Kimberley, Pilbarra, 
Ashburton, and South Coolgardie goldfields, the rainfall was below the average, tropical 
depressions formed fairly frequently but as they appeared to form over the Pilbarra and 
not out at sea the resulting rains were very sparse. In the tropies the country between 
Turkey Creek and Fitzroy Crossing and in portions of the Pilbarra alone recorded excesses, 
Dy anes in general indicating that thunderstorms were less frequent than usual during the 
month. 


A very dry period was experienced in the Gascoyne and agricultural districts, trivial 
showers only visiting these divisions. In some sections of the goldfields somewhat better 
results were obtained, but, even here, the monthiy totals were in few instances above half 
an inch, while coastal areas were occasionally visited by light showers. 


The mean temperatures for the month were not excessive at sub-tropical stations but 
some high individual maxima were noted from time to time in the tropics. Marble Bar 
and Derby each registered 115 degrees on the 13th and 15th respectively, while Halls Creek 
registered 110 degrees on the 3rd. 


Perth experienced a decidedly cool November, the mean maximum temperature for the 
month was 73.5 degrees and there was only one day on which the temperature passed the 
90 degrees mark, 92.5 degrees on the 23rd. The record low average at the Observatory 
was established in 1909 when the monthly ‘mean was 72.5 degrees and the highest tem- 
perature 89.9 degrees. Another cool November in 1929, when it was 73.7 and the highest 
temperature was 85.8 degrees. In that year there was an abnormally high rainfall in 
November, particularly in the agricultural districts. Other cool Novembers were in 1921, 
1919, 1913 and 1901. 


December.—A very dry December was experienced throughout the State and rainfall 
results were everywhere below the average. 


In the agricultural districts, apart from the registrations of the Ist, 23rd and 31st, a 
rainless month was experienced, while in the Gascoyne, Murchison and goldfields the falls 
were very light and irregular and the want of rain was being severely felt. 


In the tropics the rainfall as a whole was weak and irregular, but some of the stations 
along the Fitzroy experienced occasional heavy thunderstorms over a restricted area. 


Temperatures during the greater portion of the month were cooler than usual over 
coastal areas, but towards the end, the first really hot spell of the season occurred, the 
temperature in Perth exceeding 90 degrees on five days. In the inland portions of the 
Kimberley and through the Pilbara towards Roebourne exceedingly hot weather was re- 
ported. At Hall’s Creek the mean maximum for the month was 105 degrees, at Roebourne 
it was 104 degrees, and at Marble Bar 110 degrees, compared with the respective averages 
of 99, 101 and 107 degrees. 


Year.—The outstanding features of the year were the willy-willy of the 26th and 27th 
March, which wrought such destruction to the pearling fleet off the Lacepedes, and the 
scarcity of rain throughout the pastoral country and in the northern and north-eastern 
portions of the wheat belt. 


Kimberley.—In the Kimberley it will be recollected that, at the end of 1934, rains 
were being anxiously looked for, but it was not until the last few days of January, 1935, 
that anything like a general fall occurred. These rains did an immense amount of good, as 
feed which had shot up under the influence of the various scattered thunderstorms was 
withering under the hot sun. February was a month of weak rainfall, but in March a good 
season was assured by the heavy rains which embraced all sections. Two willy-willies were 
experienced during this month. The first kept well out at sea, bearing a course parallel to 
the coast and finally:merged into the southern low pressure. The second, on the 26th and 
27th, was exceptionally severe. The heaviest section was felt at the Lacepede Islands and 
Beagle Bay, and great destruction was wrought at the Mission. The pearling fleet was 
eaught off the Lacepedes, 20 luggers being lostiand 140 of the crew drowned. Seattered 
thunder-showers fell in April and then dry conditions ruled from May to September, but 
the seasonal rains opened in the Northern Territory in October, when stations in the East 
Kimberley nearest to the Territory received good falls. Some occasional heavy thunder- 
storms fell the following two months, but they were by’no means general, and at many 
stations the advent of the general rains was being eagerly looked for. 


North-West and Fortescue.—The rainfall throughout the year was very weak, and 
serious under-average results were noted at all stations. Scattered rains fell during the 
first three months, but only in February were any excesses shown and these only over a 
restricted coastal area due to a heavy storm which caused some damage between Whim 
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Creek and Roebourne. From April to the end of the year nothing beyond a few scattered 
showers was recorded. 


Gascoyne, Murchison, Ashburton and Goldfields.—These areas, as a whole, were 
characterised by a very meagre rainfall during the year. The last heavy general fall 
occurred in April, 1934, and since then the rains have been very patchy. The lack of 
following rains has been severely felt and feed started by some of the early falls died off 
before further rains came along. On the coastal fringe of the Gascoyne, owing to the more 
general character of the rains in March and April, a fairly good season was experienced, 
while the Yalgoo country through to Yuin showed better results than elsewhere. The 
country at the head of the Ashburton also showed some good results, while a few of the 
Coolgardie stations also indicated fairly good results, but in general it may be stated that 
drought conditions exist over a considerable area. 


Agricultural Districts—In the north-eastern, eastern, and many of the northern dis- 
tricts, the season was marked by a very weak rainfall and poor crops resulted. In the 
central and southern districts, owing to opportune October rains, the results were much 
better and as a whole a very satisfactory harvest was reaped. Rains were experienced in 
January and February, but were insufficient to fill the dams which were very low. A heat 
spell, which caused much damage to fruit and potato crops, Was experienced in February, 
while bushfires in February and March destroyed cnosiderable areas of pastures and miles 
of fencing, and in April a heavy thunderstorm at Bickley, in the Darling Ranges, was 
responsible for extensive damage amongst the fruit and vegetable orchards. Two rain- 
storms visited the wheat belt during May and a few of the water catchments benefited. 
At the end of the month the need of rain was apparent, not only for farming’ operations 
and to replenish water supplies, but also for pastures and stock which were severely feel- 
ing the long, dry summer. Hand feeding of sheep was almost general, while heavy 
mortality occurred amongst the lambs and ewes. A very weak rainfall was experienced in 
June and a critical stage was reached in the eastern and north-eastern districts, where 
pastures were almost non-existent and few of the crops were above ground. The position 
was altered a great deal by the good rains of July and August, but the weak falls in 
September furnished another setback, particularly to the areas north of the goldfields line. 
October saw good falls over the southern and central districts, and these assured a good 
harvest to these divisions, but over the remaining districts the gaugings were lighter, and 
although some good crops were harvested the results, as a whole, were extremely dis- 
appointing, particularly in the north-eastern division. The last two months were very dry 


and in many places water carting had recommenced. Harvesting was proceeding rapidly, 
although it was hampered in November by the cool weather.
